Premier Daladier Acts In 
Concert With Neville 
Chamberlain 


PARIS, April 13—Premier 
Daladier, acting in concert with 
Prime Minister Chamberlain on 
Britain, today declared France 
would go to the ald of Rumania 
or Greece in the event those 
nations were menaced by force. 
The French Premier also! an- 
Mounced France and Poland are 
immediately and directly guaran- 
teeing each other against any 
threat, direct or indirect, affecting 
their vital interests. 

The premier declared the French 
government attached “the great- 
est importance” to the prevention 
of any modification by force or 
“the menace of force” of the status 
quo in the Mediterranean sea or 
the Balkan peninsula ‘(Roumania, 
Greece, Yugoslavia and Turkey). 


WILL PROTECT ALL 

He added that the French gov- 
ernment was continuing the ne- 
cessary diplomatic action for the 
maintenance of peace and streng- 
thening of the solidarity which 
“should unite before the common 
peril of all countries resolved to 
preserve their liberty.”

NEW SYSTEM 
IN TEACHING 


IS EXPLAINED 


Chicago University Pro- 
fessors Outline Methods 
At Convention 


New instruments of evaluation 
fn the American system of educa- 
tion in the secondary schools were 
discussed by Dr. Louis Heit, Dr. 
Maurice Hartung and Dr. Wilfred 
Eberhart, all of the University of 
Chicago, at the last teachers’ ses- 
sion of the 22nd annua! conven- 
tion of the Alberta Teachers’ as- 
sociation in the Macdonald hotel 
Wednesday afternoon. 

“A new method of reasoning and 
@pptoach to the scientific subjects 
in the school is being used,” Dr. 
Heil stated, “wherein we are try- 
ing to disprove the belief that be- 
cause two things happen together 
there is a reason for believing that 
one is the cause of the other. 


INTERPRETATION 

“We are not at present so con- 
cerned with the student making his 
own interpretation of data as we 
are in teaching him to accept or 
reject the interpretations of others,” 
he declared. . 

The field of mathematics was 
dealt with by Dr. Hartung, who 
gave interesting methods of measur- 
ing the intangible aspects of a 
child's make-up such as apprecia- 
tion, interest, clear thinking; and 
here again in this connection he 
spoke of the importance of the stu- 
dents’ ability to interpret data. 

“We want them to learn to 
think, even though they forget the 
facts taught them,” he said. 

Dr. Eberhart told of experiments 
carried on in the’ United States’ 
schools to determine the maturity 
of the student in literature and 


languages. 
By making a record of the stu- 
dent's reading tastes and the 


amount of reading done by the in- 
dividual each year for several 
grades, a graph may be drawn to 
show the advance or decline in the 
maturity of his tastes. 


VAUABLE GUIDE 


“Such a record is a valuable guide 
for the teacher in aiding the stu- 
dent to pursue a helpful course of 
study,” he explained, “and gives the 
teacher a panoramic view of the 
type of reading preferred by the 
pupils in the different grades.” 

In the junior high schools about 
88 per cent. of the reading done is 
fiction, while this drops to 55 per 
cent, in the high schools where bi- 
ographies and the drama come in 
for a higher share of popularity.

Just In Case 


The Federation of Mayors of Canadian 
municipalities, meeting in Ottawa, is again 
urging upon the Dominion that municipal 
councils should be relieved of the entire 
cost of extending relief to unemployed 
persons. This has been done before on 
several occasions, has in fact become a 
regular item on the Federation program. 
But this year the delegates have more to 
encourage them in presenting the claim 
than they ever had before. The Govern- 
ment has already announced that, if the 
provinces agree, the federal and provin- 
cial treasuries will take care of 80 per cent 
of relief costs in future, leaving the 
municipalities to make up only the re- 
maining 20 per cent. 

It is said the 20 per cent contribution 
by the municipalities would just about 
meet the cost of providing for indigents, 
a responsibility that has always been left 
with the local councils. The Govern- 
ments, that is to say, would meet the cost 
of relief occasioned by unemployment of 
employable persons, which correctly de- 
fines “unemployment relief” costs as dis- 
tinguished from the entire costs of relief. 

Whether all the provinces will co-oper- 
ate with the Dominion does not appear to 
be yet known. Should any of them re- 
fuse, the proposal will fail in respect to 
those provinces. The Federation probably 
wants to know what the Dominion will do 
if the provinces or any of them should re- 
fuse. 


The Show Deserves Support 


A stranger would not suspect, from 
a casual glance along Jasper avenue, that 
Edmonton's Spring Show is on this week 
at the arena, nor are residents reminded 
of the fact as they go about their busi- 
ness and social engagements. Street and 
window decorations are not in evidence, 
as they used to be when the Spring Show 
was a new feature on Edmonton’s calen- 
dar. 

Perhaps the idea is that the Show is 
now so well-established and has been so 
well advertised it does not need this 
added stimulus to public attention. What- 
ever the reason, there can be no doubt 
that the failure to stress the event by a 
display of colors and decorative window 
designs throughout the business section 
of the city does not help to turn custom- 
ers toward the fair grounds and boost the 
attendance and gate receipts. 

But there were good turnouts on the 
opening davs, which speaks well for the 
reputation the Show has built up in 
former years and the place it holds in the 
thoughts of large numbers of people in 
town and country. This year’s Show is 
well up to the standard and will sustain 
the tradition. It is a good all-round af- 
fair, presenting a fine array of stock of 
all kinds and classes, and entertainment 
features which are distinctive and high- 


ly popular with the spectators. It is a 
Show of which Edmonton people may well 
be proud, and which they will do well to 


support by their patronage. 


To Wait and See? 


Out of the babel of rumors, reports, 
and allegations, news despatches yester- 
day brought quite definite statements 
from London that Premier Mussolini has 
promised to keep hands off the remaining 
Balkan countries and to get his troops out 
of Spain some time in May, and that Prime 
Minister Chamberlain and Premier Dala- 
dier will give him a chance to keep his 
word for once without pushing the forma- 
tion of the anti-aggression alliance in that 
corner—while continuing to negotiate a 
“stop Hitler’ agreement elsewhere. 

If this is correct, Mr. Chamberlain's 
favorite passage of Scripture must be the 
chapter wherein it is stated that “Charity 
believeth all things, hopeth all things, en- 
dureth all things”.. Just why, in the light 
of their records of prevarication, the pro- 
mises of Il Duce should be taken at 
higher value than the assurances of Der 
Fuehrer is not apparent. If either of them 
has missed an opportunity to break a 
pact when that could be done with | 
the omission must have been an ov 
sight. The Ethiopian business and the 
Albanian affair are morally as indefens- 
ible as the destruction of Czecho-Slovakia 
and more directly menacing to British and 
French interests. 

Greece, Turkey and Rumania, which 
can hardly share a hope that the de- 
stroyer of Albania will respect their 


any 


rights, would see no security for them 
in a slackened effort to include them in 
the anti-aggression line-up, The one thing 
that would end their irresolution and 
align them with the non-aggressors is a 
definite pledge such as was given to Po- 
land that they would get help if they are 
attacked. 


The Home-Improvement Campaign 


During March 1,230 home-improve- 
ment loans were taken out in Canada, to- 
talling more than a half million dollars. 
Up to the end of that month 64,746 loans 
had been made and more than $25,000,000 
thus obtained for repairing, altering and 
improving dwellings, since the plan be- 
came effective in the fall of 1936. 

Alberta has out-distanced the other 
three western provinces in the number 
of loans secured, Manitoba, the nearest 
competitor, being about 900 loans short 
of the Alberta figure of 4,849 at the end 
of March. In the amount borrowed, 
British Columbia was slightly in the lead, 
Alberta second with a total of $2,086,890. 
The amount borrowed by Manitobans was 
approximately three - quarters of this, 
while Saskatchewan home-owners had 
secured $448,449, the poor showing in the 
latter province being no doubt a reflection 
of the bad crop conditions. 

March was not a favorable month for 
building anywhere in Canada, save per- 
haps on the Pacific coast. The loans ap- 
plied for during that month were rather 
with a view to future opérations than im- 
mediate use. April building activity will 
gain largely from the March loans, while 
the opening of the construction season 
may be expected to bring a sharp increase 
in the applications for new ioans. 

The improvement plan has been gain- 
ing momentum steadily as the advantages 
have come to be better understood. The 
outlook is that 1939 records of loans ap- 
plied for and money borrowed for im- 
provement-making will be well in advance 
of those of last year. From now on all 
branches of the building trades, in Ed- 
monton and elsewhere, should register 
increasing activity. 


Editorial Notes 

The Bulgarian Government has dis- 
solved the local branch of the Nazi party. 
Bulgaria backed Germany in the last war, 
hoping to share the plunder of its neigh- 
bors. Apparently the outcome is still 
remembered. 


Holland has manned its borders and 
brought its frontier garrisons up to full 
war strength.

IWiteracy in Canada 
There are 309,396 persons in Canada 10 years 


‘of age and over who cannot read or write; this 


is 3.79 per cent of the population of this age. 
Murdoch C. MacLean of the Dominion Bureau of 

tatistics has been brooding over this fact, and 
has produced a 177-page pamphlet giving whys 
and wherefores and also wheres. As for the 
latter circumstance the where is pretty well all 
over Canada, although by provinces the actual 
illiteracy rate is: Prince Edward Island, 2.65; 
Nova Scotia, 4.26; New Brunswick, 6.91; Quebec, 
4.76; Ontario, 2.30; Manitoba, 4.46; Saskatchewan, 
4.13; Alberta, 3.44, and British Columbia 3.96. 
The chief factor determining illiteracy is found 
to be foreign birth. After race comes age, rural 
residence, especially residence in pioneer dis- 
tricts. Also it is found men are slightly more 
than women when it comes to illiteracy. 

There is hope expressed, however, for the 
population we have and have acquired, in that 
the age group of 10-14 are the least illiterate, 
which suggests that the schools are doing good 
work. The report, however, does strike a snag 
in its finding that between 1921-31 there was 
marked improvement in all classes of the popu- 
lation and, also, the high percentages of illiteracy 
were confined to fewer areas. This is that 
illiterate persons among the early adult age, that 
is the age of parents with children at school or 
who should be at school, are more common than 
is natural considering the rate of improvement 
of the population as a whole. 

Of the total 309,396 illiterates in Canada 
36,533 are Indians or Eskimos, and this number 
seriously affects the Canadian-born status when 
this is brought up with regard to literacy— 
Winnipeg Free Press. 


The Collective Pronoun 

WASHINGTON, April 12—Following is the 
editorial in fhe Washington Post which Presi- 
dent Roosevelt applauded today: 

“Tl be back in the fall, if we don’t have a 
war.” 

These words, spoken by President Roosevelt 
to the group assembled at Warm Springs to see 
him off for Washington, were seemingly un- 
premeditated. Actually it is proper to surmise 
that serious consideration preceded their utter- 
ance. None knows better than the President that 
his office makes his most casual public observa- 
tion subject to interpretation as a matter of 
national policy. And no president was ever 
more skillful than Mr. Roosevelt in making the 
most of every opportunity to give a positive 
direction to public thinking on important issues. 

Most Americans realize today that the sweep 
of events has now brought Europe to the very 
verge of war. What is insufficiently realized is 
the tremendous implications of the impending 
catastrophe for every citizen of this country. In 
spite of the best informed warnings to the con- 
trary, many still believe that another world 
war might leave the United States relatively 
undisturbed. In spite of the virtual certainty 
of American involvement there are many who 
would seek to achieve isolation by panicky 
legislation, or to seek shelter behind other paper 
guarantees of immunity. 

To those who would protect themselves by 
closing their eyes the President addressed his 
warning, Spoken to a little group in Georgia, 
it is equally applicable to Americans every- 
where. “If we don't have a war,” Mr. Roosevelt 
will revisit Warm Springs at Thanksgiving. But 
all persona! plans, aj] future projects, are sub- 
ordinate to that “if.” The same, in one degree 
or another, holds true for all of us. 

There is speculation as to what the Presi- 
dent meant by “we.” Did he mean if the 
United States is itself engaged in hostilities, or 
merely if a major conflict is raging overseas? 
Those who have followed Mr. Roosevelt's 
thoughtful speeches on the conditions necessary 
for peace will understand his choice of a pro- 
noun. By “we” he undoubtedly méans western 
civilization. A war affecting its foundations 
would immediately affect us vitally, whether or 
not the United States was at the outset physi- 
cally involved. 

But there was a greater value than its 
stimulus to national thinking in the President's 
passing remark on Easter afternoon. Until it 
has actually started another world war is not 
inevitable. It can still be averted if the free 
nations are willing to show that they will take 
a stand before it is too late. 

Pressure from the Berlin-Rome axis wil] not 
ease until it reaches the point of serious resist- 
ance. Then only can a different and honestly 
conciliatory attitude be expected from the 
dictators, Nothing less than the show of pre- 
ponderant force will stop them, for force is the 
only language which they understand. But, 
like less exalted bullies, force is to them a real 
dAerrent. : 

In using the collective “we” the President 
told Hitler and Mussolini, far more impressively 
than he told Warm Springs, that the tremendous 
force of the United States must be a factor in 
their current thinking. He told the axis powers 
that the administration is far from indifferent 
to their plotting. He made it plain that war 
forced by them would from the outget involve 
the destinies of 4 nation which, as they fully 
realize, is potentially far stronger than Germany 
and Italy united, 

To make that plain at this crucial time is 
to help in preventing war. To make the dic- 
tators realize that there is a limit to unresisted

Always there seems to be some learned chap, 
armed with facts and ready to take the 
joy out of life. This time he is Professor Arthur 
Steinhaus, researcher in physiology at Williams 
University. He has dealt a death blow to those 
well-padded folk who take strenuous exercise 

in the mistaken belief that 
BAD NEWS FOR théreby they can reduce their 
THE QVER-FAT weight. Dr. Steinhaus is ready 

to prove that exercise, no 
matter how excellent a thing to strengthen the 
muscles, increase endurance and contribute to 
a feeling of physical well-being, is virtually use- 
less as a means of taking off weight. 

Making tests with fat men and thin, using 
electrical vibrations, oxygen tests, respiratory 
tests, metabolism tests and data gathered by 
numerous helpers, Dr. Steinhaus sought to find 
out how many calories of fat a person uses when 
walking, playing golf, table tennis, sawing wood, 
walking upstairs, fencing, wrestling, playing 
billiards, etc. And the sad conclusion for folks 
who are puffing and huffing in the hope of 
acquiring sylph-like figures, is that it is all waste 
motion. There is only one exercise, of all the 
scores tested by Dr. Steinhaus, that is of any use 
in taking off weight. 

& * * 


Sauntering along at a pace of a mile in 30 
minutes, for instance, uses up only 60.2 calories 
per hour. As there are 4,320 calories in a pound 
of fat, one would have to walk 144 miles at a 
leisurely pace in order to lose one pound. Walk- 
ing at top speed, a mile in twelve minutes, uses 

up 625 calories, but who wants 
WALKING UP to walk 34% miles at break- 
320,000 STEPS neck speed in order to lose 

one pound? Sawing wood uses 
from 370 to 406 calories in an hour. The reward 
for sawing 10% hours without a stop is the loss 
of one pound of fat—and a big pile of wood in 
the woodshed. Wrestling is one of the most vio- 
lent of exercises, but it only consumes 791 
calories in an hour. One would have to work on 
the mat for 542 hours to lose one pound of fat. 
Most tiring of all stunts is to keep walking up 
Stairs, but an average man of 155 pounds would 
need to climb to the top of the Washington 
monument 555 feet above the ground for 48 times, 
to lose one pound of fat. 

Of course after a round of golf, a boxing or 
wrestling bout or any other form of strenuous 
exercise a person would find he had dropped 
weight, but this would be only temporary, 
through loss of moisture in perspiration. A few 
thirst-quenchers tq bring the body up to its 
required moisture content and the player is 
nearly back to what he started at For weight 
reduction it is only the loss of fat that really 
counts, and Nature is very economica] in the 
expenditure of fuel energy. 

The only effective physical exercise of any 
value in weight reduction, according to Dr. 
Steinhaus’ studies, is to move the head from side 
to side and say “No thank you!” every time you 
are asked to take a second helping of food. 
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An important announcement to civlization 
was made at Eastertide. British Government 
experts after months of experimentation, assisted 
by nurses and women experts in child psychol- 
ogy, have achieved a “perfect gas mask” for in- 
fants and tiny toddlers up to the age of two. 
Distribution of 1,200,000 of 
the gas helmets for infants 
has already begun. Infants 
were often terrified of the 
adult type of mask. A mask was needed that 
permitted the child to see out and the parent to 
see in. It had to be light in weight and easily 
fastened, so that the child could not remove it. 

In shape the new infant's gas helmet is much 
like a diver’s helmet. It is strapped onto the 
child. The mask has a transparent celluloid or 
mica window at the front, and at the back a 
small bellows by which the mother can send pure 
air into the helmet. With one of these helmets, 
an infant in a civilized country will be as safe 
as if in the wilds of darkest Africa, unless a 
bomb kills the mother so that she cannot con- 
tinue working the bellows.

We were glad to learn from The 
Bulletin—that Doctor Telford is 
trying to get his message to the 
people on the prairies regarding 
their wheat and screening problems. 

The majority of the people of 
British Columbia are anxious that 
the farmers of Alberta get as good a 
deal as possible in merchandizing 
their product via Pacific ports. 

Most of the citizens are aware the 
better deal the Alberta grain pro- 
ducer receives, in shipping his grain 
and grain products through Pacific 
posts—the more Alberta business we 
shall get. 

St. Lawrence river ports make 
special reduction in grain charges 
to get grain via St. Lawrence ports 
and we must compete. 

Practically all of the St. Law- 
rence ports grain elevators are 
owned and operated under govern- 
ment agencies, and function at a 
lower tariff than is in effect at Pa- 
cific ports. 


Screenings from grain has been! 


selling here at from $12 to $20 per 
ton, and the Alberta farmer has been 
receiving 25 cents per ton. 


The present price of wheat and) 


other grains is below the cost of 
production, and obviously it is up 
to the people of Canada to secure 
the lowest possible delivery costs 
and thus be able to return to the 
producer the largest possible 
amount out of the buyer's dollar.

Former Resident Of La-| 


combe District Passes 
In City 


Resident of Edmonton for the 
Past 33 years, and before coming 
to this city a well known farmer 
in the Lacombe district where he 
homesteaded in 1895, George Mc- 
Keever, 84, who died in Edmonton 
Monday evening, will be buried in 
Edmonton cemetery Saturday at 
2 p.m. 

The funeral, which has been held 
waiting for the arrival of a daughter 
from Long Beach, California, will be 
from Howard and McBride’s funeral 
home with Rev. A. D. Richard offi- 
ciating. 

The late Mr. McKeever was born 
at Armagh, oCunty Tyrone, Ireland, 
on Feb. 7, 1855 and came to Canada 
with his parents when only 12 years 
of age, the voyage being made in a 
sailing ship. On arrival in Canada 
the family settled at Listowel, On- 
tario, where Mr. McKeever married 
Mary Ann Brown in 1877. At the 
time he was engaged in, the cattle- 
buying business, and was a well 
known shipper of Canadian cattle to 
the Old Country. 


FARMED IN CHILLIWACK 


In 1886 Mr. McKeever made what 
was at that time a record breaking 
fast trip to England with a ship- 
load of stock, and on his return to 
Canada he moved to Chilliwack, 
B.C., in 1888, taking up a farm in 
the Chilliwack Valley where he 
again engaged in the cattle business. 


In 1895 Mr, McKeever moved to 
Lacombe, Alberta, taking up a 
homestead six miles north of the 
town which he farmed until 1906 
when he came to Edmonton to en- 
gage in the building and contract- 
ing business, 

On New Year's Day, 1927, Mr. and 
Mrs. McKeever celebrated their 
golden wedding anniversary in Ed- 
monton, the celebration being at- 
tended by many old timers from the 
Edmonton and Lacombe districts. 
Mrs, McKeever died, on December 
14, 1930, and since that time Mr. 
McKeever had made his home 
with his son at 12957 115 street. 

Still active despite his age Mr. 
McKeever busied himself with 
gardening, sawing wood and other 
activities unti] just before his death.

In addition to his son George A. 
McKeever, and his daughter, Mrs. 
H. J. Zielie of Long Beach, Cali- 
fornia, he is survived by three 
grand children, George A. Jr. and 
Thelma McKeever, and Mrs. Hil- 
liard of Long Beach, and one great- 
great-grand-daughter, Judith Hil- 
lard.

Brig. G. R. Pearkes, V.C., 
D.S.O., M.C., Addresses 
Dinner Meet 


Declaring that the capture of | 


Vimy Ridge fired the imagination 


extent than any other battle in the 
Great War, Brigadier George R. 
Pearkes, V.C., D.S.O., M.C., Gen- 
eral Officer Commanding Military 
District No. 13, addressed the Ed- 
monton Military Institute’s annual 
Vimy Ridge commemorative din- 
ner held at the Prince of Wales 
armory Wednesday night. 

On this 22nd anniversary of the 
taking of the Ridge, declared Brig 
Pearkes, the capture of Vimy Ridge 
still stands out by itself. This was 
perhaps, because in this battle, the 
Canadian Corps, for the first time 
attacked as a whole, as one unit, 
the four Canadian divisions “going 
over” in line. 

In capturing the Ridge, said Brig 
Pearkes, the Canadians 
where both the British and 
French troops had failed. 


CANADIAN UNITY 

On the slopes of Vimy Ridge, said 
Brig. Pearkes, General Byng cre- 
ated the Canadian Corps out of scat~- 
tered units and it was a practical 
demonstration of Canadian unity 

“Vimy saw the birth of one na- 
tion and the beginning of the de- 
cline of another,” he said 

Dealing with the present situation 
in world affairs, Brig. Pearkes said 
the international thermometer may 
go up and down, but it would be 
a long time before it returns to nor- 
me!

“In this age of power politics 
diplomacy aims to win the war 
without fighting,” he said. “In this 


type of diplomacy armaments must 
of necessity play a big part. The

“In any great war, Canada must 
be ready to defend her own shores, 
since it is obvious that no assist- 
ance could be expected from Great 
Britain.”
